Columbia. (Plant Patent No. 118.) Delicate 
cameo-pink with faint blue shading at center.

drained, deeply spaded, enriched with rotted manure or 
bonemeal, and well cultivated. Planting may be done in 
fall or spring in a sunny border. Set the plants 12 to 15 
inches apart. Lift and divide every three or four years 
or they will become crowded, which results in poor, 
small flowers. Be sure to REMOVE all flower heads 
before they go to seed. Phlox require considerable 
WATER during the blooming period. NEVER WATER
